located on SE-10-54-23-W4 
was approved in principle,

Bertha Army Worm 


By Wally Klatt, 
District Agriculturist 

There are good indica 
tions that the Bertha Army 
Worm will be a problem 
again this year, 

The moths emerged fram 
the pupae between mid-June 
and July, These moths lay 
eggs tuormally on the un- 
derside of the leaf which 
hatch in ainut a week as 
destructive .arvae, 

The your; larvae feed on 
the leaves :.nd as they grow 
and mature ‘ey will move 
on to the rapeseed 2d. 

Rapeseed yrower: should 
check their fields . arefully 
to ensure tie seriousness 
of infestation and how widee 
spread it is. For instance 
the worms may only be in 
the low greener areas, ete, 

To check for the size of 
the infestation, measure off 
a square yard, knock the 
worms from the plant by 
shaking and beating the plant 
and make a thorough search 
on the ground within the 
Square area, If the average 


of the random squares 
(throughout the field) in- 
dicated approximately 10 
worms or more per square 
yard, then arrange to spray 
with lannate, 

Producers wishing to use 
the services of the MD are 
advised to contact the MD 
in Morinville and in person 
with regard to spraying, 

Caution should be exer- 
cised when lannate is being 
sprayed. It should not be 
Sprayed on livestock, poul- 
try, edible vegetables and 
fruit, etc. Personnel mixing 
the lannate with water should 
be careful so that nolannate 
comes in contact with the 
skin, 

Farmers are warned 
against spraying rapeseed 
crops before all the eggs 
have hatched, The insecti« 
cide, Lannate, is unlikely 
to have any effect on the 
eggs, in which case they 
will continue to hatch,

Wedding & Shower gift suggestions

People are always giving 
gifts and are always look- 
ing for new ideas, I hope 
the following will provide a 
humber of suggestions for 
those summer showers and 
weddings ahead, 

a) COOKBOOK: Weddings 
and showers deserve special 
consideration, The young 
bride might find a good cook- 
book useful, When buying a 
cookbook there are a few 
things that should be con- 
sidered, The recipes should 
have complete instructions, 
the ingredients should be 
readily available, and the 
cost of preparation should 
be reasonable, The area of 
publication should be noted 
as changes in the recipes 
might be necessary to com- 
pensate for altitude differ- 
ences. (I would like to sug- 
gest a cookbook written by 
Miss Hazel Mclntrye who 
was the former director of 
the School of Household Eco- 
nomics at the University, 
This book can be obtained 
from the Alberta Home Eco- 
nomics Association, Box 
1052, Edmonton, Alberta for 
about $3 a copy), 


b) DINNERWARE, GLASS 
WARE AND FLATW ARE:-- 
The bride often chooses a 
pattern in dinnerware, flat- 
ware and glassware or cry= 
stal. She may be registered 
at the store of purchase, 
and this store will hive a 
record of the pieces she 
has, If this is not the case, 
her mother or friend may 
be able to help you, In addi- 
tion to the usual pieces, you 
can also obtainserving piec- 
es which might incl: 2 a 
cream and sugar set or a 
gravy boat, 

c) COOKWARE:Cookware 
is also needed, It is often 
more practical to buysingle 
pieces with thought given to 
their use rather than an 
entire set. There is alum- 
inum, stainless steel, pyrex, 
corning ware and cast iron 
to choose from, 

d) KITCHEN UTENSILS: 
Showers are good occasions 
to give small kitchen uten- 
sils, mixing bowls, storage 
containers, and the ever 
useful rolling pin. Every= 
thing but the kitchen sink 
can be considered for a girl 
who hasn’t set up homemak= 
ing. Why not ‘‘add a little 
spice’’ to the young bride’s 


life by giving her a spice 
rack with both usual and 
unusual herbs and spices, 

e) ELECTRICAL APP- 

LIANCES: Small electrical 
appliances such as can open- 
ers, portable hand-mixers, 
irons, electric knives, toas- 
ters, frying pans, and coffee 
pots are always welcome, 
It is wise to check with Con- 
sumer Reports and Con- 
sumer Bulletins as to which 
are recommended, 

f) SPECIALTY ITEMS:-- 
A few specialty items such 
as fondue pots, chafing dish- 
es, wine decanters, silver 
and aluminum serving dish- 
es, and electric warming 
trays have become popular 
recently, These are items 
to be considered for friends 
who have everything else, 
and who do a lot of enter- 
taining, 

g) WOODENW ARE:Wood- 
enware is both beautiful and 
durable, Instructions for its 
care would be a useful thing 
to include with a gift. To 
retain the beauty of wooden- 
ware, it is wise to rinse and 
dry immediately as lengthy 
exposure to water and deter- 
gent will damage the wood, 
If the wood is not finished, 


Cattle may suffer from 
grain overload 


Re-issued from the District 
Agriculturist’s office, 

Although it is impossible 
to estimate how many cattle 
suffer from grain overload 
each year, it is known that 
the number is large and that 
many die from this con- 
dition, 

Dr. R. G. Christian, head 
of the Alberta government's 
veterinary laboratory at 
Fairview, says that feedlot 
cattle are likely to suffer 
from grain overload if they 
are placed on feed too quicke 
ly. In adult animals its occ. 
urrence is usually acciden- 
tal, resulting fromthe cattle 
having got into stored grain, 
The problem also occurs in 
sheep, but apparently less 
frequently. 

Dr. Christian points out 
that cattle suffering from 
grain overload can die very 
quickly, and that grain that 
has been ground or rolled 
is much more dangerous 
than whole grain, Grains 
like wheat and barley, which 
are high in energy, cause 
more severe problems than 
oats, for example, which 


have a low energy content, 

Initially, the animals rap- 
idly become 4: hydrated be= 
cause their body water is 
drawn into the rumen and 
lost to the system. The large 
volume of excess acid proe 
duced in the rumen, by the 
fermenting grain, is absore 
bed by the system causing 
the cattle to become very de= 
pressed. Diarrhea usually 
occurs six to 24 hours after 
the grain intake, 

Very sick animals become 
so weak that they eventually 
go into a coma and die. 
Those with a less severe 
case of grain overload may 
become very lame from 
laminitis and separation of 
the walls of the hooves of 
the feet. Laminitis can also 
occur in animals whichhave 
been only slightly affected 
from too much grain, 

Dr, Christian says that 
treatment for grainoverload 
is difficult at any time, and 
particularly so whenthe ani- 
mals have eaten anexcess of 
ground or high energy feed. 
The best approach is to put 
them in a pen away from any

delay of even one day canbe 
disastrous, Dr. Christian 
says, 

Veterinary treatment 
ranges from administering 
an antacid to surgically re- 
moving thestomach contents 
in severe cases, Other 
treatment methods include 
intravenously administering 
liquids to control dehydra- 
tion and the use of drugs 
specifically designed for 
treating grain overload. 
Simply keeping the cattle 
moving for several hours is 
very helpful in some ine 
stances, 

Obviously the best way to 
avoid losses from grain 
overload is to prevent the 
condition from developing 
in the first place, It can be 
avoided in a feedlot by putt- 
ing the cattle on to full feed 
gradually, The publication 
‘An Introduction to Cattle 
Feeding Operations,” avail- 
able from all district agri- 
culturists, describes seve 
eral ways of doing this, In 
the case of adult cattle, 
every effort should be made 
to ensure that they cannot 
get into stored grain, A 
granary door carelessly left 
open or a weak wall are 
commut Causes of trouble, 
Horses have sometimes 
been known to kick a gran- 
ary door open, thereby, all- 
owing the cattle easy access 
to the grain, Whenever poss- 
ible, grain should be stored 
in an area that is completely 
separate from where the 
cattle are kept.

-Now is the time to take 
note of water erosion pro= 
blems on your land, Chane 
nels, caused by water run- 
off, are very evident in the 
spring on many summer= 
fallow fields before the 
channels are covered bytil- 
lage operations, 

Bill Toews, soil conser- 
vation specialist with the 
Alberta department of agri- 
culture, points out that this 
type oferosionis much more 
serious than may appear on 
the surface, Often the chane 
nels get gradually larger 
and larger without being not= 
iced until in a few years 
they are taking a consider- 
able toi! on crop yields. 

According to Mr, Toews, 
ero:ios problems can be 
eliminated by the same type 
of land management as that 
recommended for conserv= 
ing winter and spring mois- 
‘ture, A modified form of 
contour cropping is one of 
these management practices, 
This method of erosioncon- 
trol generally entails till- 
ing the field along a slope 
rather than up and dov 1 
In the fall the last tiliage 
operation carried out on 
either stubble or summer- 
fallow should ridge the soil 
surface at right angles to 
the slope to hold winter and 
spring moisture, 

In those cases where the 
channels have become so 
large that they have formed 
gullies, the best course of 
action is to grass them down, 
This recommendation also 
applied to potential pullies, 
Mr, Toews reports that fin- 
ancial assistance is avail- 
able for certainerusion pro- 
jects through provineial 

agricultural service board 
grants, Applications should 
be made through municipal 
offices, 

Publications on erosion 
prevention and gully filling 
are available from this 
office,

A special Canada Depart- 
ment of Agriculture ear tag 
which is distinctive in color 
and design can be purchased 
from the Livestock Division, 
Ottawa, for $1 per tag (and 
$3 for the applicator), The 
purchasers of tags may tag 
selected animals at any time 
during their lifetime, Once 
tagged, the animal will carry 
the identifying number 
through the various market- 
ing stages and into the 
slaughter house, When the 
animal is slaughtered, the 
tag will be removed from 
the ear and affixed to the 
carcass by the federal meat 
inspector at the plar’. 

Carcass grade-out data 
will be provided by the fed- 
eral livestock graders at 
the plants, and relayed to 
the tag purchasers by the 
Division in Ottawa, 

The Livestock Division 
will: 

(1) Register the purchas- 
er’s name; 

(2) Carry out a detailed 
carcass appraisal; 

(3) Provide the regist- 
ered purchaser of tags with 
the following inforimation:-- 

a) Place of slaughter; 

b) Date of slaughter; 

c) Ear tag number; 

Gc; Warm carcass weight; 

e) Quality grade; 

f) Area of rib-eye; 

g) Fat measurement; 

h) Marbling score,
